The  following  is  a  report  of  the  activities  conduct- 
ed by  the  N.  H.  Department  of  Health,  Bureau  of  Pub- 
lic Health  Nursing,  for  the  town  of  Hebron  for  the 
year  January  1960  to  January  1961.  Please  have  this 
report  included  in  your  town  report. 

Home  visits  have  been  made  in  the  town  on  mothers, 
babies  and  preschool  children  and  assistance  given  as 
necessary. 

There  was  a  Salk  Vaccine  Clinic  held  in  Bristol  in 
January  1960  and  several  from  the  town  of  Hebron  at- 
tended, both  children  and  adults.  The  "Booster"  shots 
were  given  at  this  clinic. 

The  Tuberculosis  program  for  Grafton  County  is 
now  under  the  N.  H.  Department  of  Health  in  coop- 
eration with  the  N,  H.  Tuberculosis  Association.  Chest 
clinics  for  examinations  and  x-rays  will  be  held  at  Ply- 
mouth three  times  a  year  and  residents  of  Hebron  are 
welcome  to  attend.  A  report  of  findings  will  be  sent 
to  the  patient  following  the  clinic.

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REPORT  OF  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 


PREVENTION    IS    YOUR   BUSINESS

land. This  can  be  remedied.  YOU  can  put  an  end  to 
this  shameful  waste!  PREVENTION  is  YOUR  busi- 


ness 


YOU,  whether  YOU  be  a  farmer,  homemaker, 
business  or  professional  man  or  woman,  municipal, 
state  or  federal  oft'icial,  clerk  or  woodsman  can  play 
an  important  part  in  the  continuing  and  vital  preven- 
tion program. 

First  —  by  setting  a  good  example  YOURSELF 
—  being  sensible  and  compljdng  with  the  necessary 
laws  and  regulations  governing  the  use  of  fire  in  and 
near  woodlands. 

Second  —  by  using  YOUR  individual  influence  in 
your  community  and  valued  council  with  others  in  in- 
sisting and  encouraging  them  to  do  likewise. 

The  following  simple  rules  may  be  used  as  a 
guide  both  for  you  and  for  them. 

1.  Before  burning,  secure  a  permit  from  your  lo- 
cal forest  fire  warden  —  the  law  requires  it. 

2.  Be  sure  to  properly  supervise  your  burning  — 
don't  leave  it. 

3.  Make  certain  your  fire,  camp  or  debris,  is  DEAD 
OUT  before  leaving  it. 
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4.  Don't  throw  down  lighted  matches,  cigars  and 
cigarettes  or  from  moving  vehicles  —  make  sure  they 
are  out  —  use  your  ash  tray. 

5.  Don't  burn  at  home  —  use  your  town  dump  and 
save  yourself  much  possible  difficulty,  both  personal 
and  financial.
